During this meetingf the following statements 
were made by the representatives o£ the All Union Council* 
of Trade Unions, 

In regard to the trade union delegation from the 
pastern part of the United States, which included^ALgX 
jTO LglK and was in Wfoscow for May Day, i960, t it was not 
;onsidered broad enough in its composition but it was 
Useful . 

The unofficial trade jufnion delegation from the 
Midwestern part of the United ^ States w as at Sochi on the 
Black Sea at the time of thife/meeting. The Russians, were 
having some trouble* with SlMLENS and one SOBEL (phonetic) 
It was felt that they werT*HwTreaiiy interested in tie 
Soviet Union, While* LENS and* SOBEL were trying to lead - 
the delegation, they were not having any success in this 
ejffort. Despite the fact that the Russians were having 
some trouble with this, delegation, it did riot bother them 
too much* On the whole, it would be useful to have this 
delegation visit- Russia. 


ENCLOSURE : 
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The Soviet Union does not expect members of United 
States delegations of this type to be convinced that 
socialism is better than capitalism or that there is a 
Utopia iri the Soviet Uiiidii. These delegations are useful 
because i$ .is a fact that they permit contacts and help 
to- break down barriers ♦ To this, extent /all trade union 
delegations from the United States to the Soyiet Union are 
useful and good* ^

press^Lnterviews and handled! himself pretty well* 

A mild criticism of the midwest delegation is 
that it was too heterogeneous. It was composed of 
representatives of too many trade Unions. Sitice it is , 
impossible, for a delegation to visit every factory, it 
| is preferred that delegations of this, type be composed of 
I representatives of one industry* Thus the delegation 
could visit factories of that Industry ih t the Soviet Union. 

I The Soviet Union would also prefer "Of f IciaT* 

I as opposed to "Dnoff icial" trade union delegations from the 
United States even if the delegation only has the Backing 
of one local of the union in the United States. 

More than 10 members in any one delegation 
posjes problems. It is preferred that the size of the 
| delegation be limited to 6 or 7 members. 

Members of trade union delegations must be told* 
as tactfully as possible, ^ot to have their wives accompany 
thenw The reason for this is that the women want to go 
shoppings and sightseeing and the trip becomes more of a 
pleasure tour than a serious delegation which will discuss 
trade union matters and exchange opinions. 

The All Union Council of Trade tinions of the USSR 
cannot send money to the United States for expenses of a 
trade, union delegation g<?ing f rom the United States to 
I Russia. If necessary, a contribution might be„ made to the 
I return trip expenses. Except for the May Day delegation 
from the eastern part of the United States, no problems 
have been encountered along this line* Return trip fares 
Iwere paid for some of the members of this delegation. 



In regard to members of trade union delegations 
.from the United States Visiting relatives in the Soviet 
/Union, the All Union Council of Trade Unions of ihe .USSR is 
' not against it In principle but it should be discouraged*

Thus the language barrier would 
not make this a practical matter. However, the All Union 
Council of Trade Unions does have a series of booklets 
which are printed in English. It might be possible to 
send some of these booklets to trade unions in the United 
States. 

If the CP, USA suggests, some trade unions in the 
United States to which correspondence should be sent, 
by the All Union Council of Trade Unions of the USSR, 
this wili be doi^e but it isT to be remembered that usually 
there is never a ''reply to such correspondence.

As in all previous recoveries, the same pattern 
emerged in that the San Francisco PR' District issued by 
far the largest amount. 

Concerning the above 376 $20^00 notes^ issued by 
the San Francisco PR District it 'vias noted that the FRB 
located in San Francisco issued no,tes in a ratio of approxi- 
mately ; 4 to 1 over that of the FRB in Los Angeles . 

As previous patterns have indicated, the -notes- issued 
prior to approximately 1955-56 were primarily San Francisco 
origin.- After the s above period of time, Los Angeles began 
to equal San Francisco. 

Of the' 376 San Francisco $RB #20.00 issue, over 
125 notes fell into ^serialization separated by 100 numbers 
or less with notes previously recovered. 

Two notes fell into exact sequence to notes 
previously recovered in CP ^or Soviet espionage operations. 

Four notes fell into sequence separated by only 

one note. 

Fifteen notes* fell into sequence separated by less 
than 15 notes. 

The above patterns of sequence emerged from notes * 
issued thru the years 1950-57 .

Concerning the above notes, it should be noted 
that pencilled notations on the face of several indicated 
they were written by Europeans , due to the style of 
writing numerals. 

As the above chart indicates, the NY PR 
District issued the major portion of- 'the notes. 

Insertion of the notes into' the index failed 
to reflect any pattern of serialization in any of the 12 
PR Districts. 

As recipient offices are aware,,* the above 
recovery is the first instance- where a definite pattern of 
serialization has hot emerged in San 'Francisco Fft District money 
Whether this is- due to the fact that the index contains 
only '&> limited total of $100,00 and $50,00 notes or whether 
the money forwarded to the CP official came, out of another 
reserve maintained by the Soviets in the USSR> is not known. 

It should be noted > however., that this is the 
first instance where recovered money has not dealt directly 
with the CP, USA or Soviet espionage. 

Comparison of the above against the serial numbers' 
of notes issued to Soviet establishments in NY and WO 
produced negative results.

Solo is the code name for the operation involving our 
informants, CG 5824-S* and HY 694-S*, as the liaison representatives 
between the Communist Party (CP). USA, and top-level leaders of 
the CP of the Soviet Union (CPSU), Iron Curtain countries and 
Red China . 

CG 5824-S*, at the instructions of Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, CP, USA, went abroad 7/9/60 in connection with Solo 
mission Number six and returned to the United States on 7/31/60. 
While abroad, informant contacted important functionaries of the 
CPSU in Moscow, Russia, and contacted Czechoslovakian CP members 
in Prague. 

A complete analysis of the material obtained; on this- 
Solo mission was made at the Bureau and it was determinedftthat 
the information secured was outstanding. These data, on a selective 
basis, were disseminated with the Director^ approval to/high- 
ranking officials and agencies of our Government: the White House, 
the Vice President, the Secretary of State, the Director of Central 
Intelligence Agency, the Attorney General and the intelligence 
agencies of the Armed Forces. Some of this information will ho 
doubt be of special significance to the State Department and will 
assist it in shaping its national security policies. The informa- 
tion obtained concerning Latin-American countries is timely in 
view of the current Organization of American States meetings in 
Costa Rica. The current ideological dispute between the CPSU and 
the CP of China will not only help our Government formulate policies, 
but may give the Bureau an opportunity to disrupt.CPy 'USA, activities 
in this country through our Counterintelligence Program. ys>

OBSERVATIONS: 


It is to be observed that subsequent to Soio missions 
one and three CG 5824-S* was given a personal letter from the 
Director and a bonus payment of $1,000. There is no question 
but that Solo mission Number six developed very important 
information and that the informant endangered his life in under- 
taking this, mission. CG 5824-S* is presently in Cuba on the 
seventh Solo mission and is expected to return to the 
United States shortly. He is part of a CP, USA, delegation* to 
the Cuban CP Congress and the Conference of Latin-American CPs 
which Conference immediately follows the Congress* 

Despite exhaustion from the rigors of the sixth Solo 
trip, which terminated 7/31/60, and an extremely heavy schedule 
in New York, including the briefings of Gus Hall, Eugene Dennis 
and William Z. Foster, CP, USA, functionaries, a three-day 
meeting of the National Executive Committee and a hurried and 
necessary trip to Toronto, Canada, to brief Tim Buck, Canadian 
CP leader, CG 5824-S* left for Havana, Cuba, on the seventh Solo 
trip 12 days after he arrived in New York City from the sixth 
Solo mission. 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

1. That CG 5824-S* be afforded a bonus payment in 
the amount of $1,000. It is believed that informant certainly 
merits recognition for his outstanding services in this operation 
above and beyond his usual remuneration. 


2. That a personal letter of commendation over the 
Directors signature be directed to CG 5824-S*. This letter will 
be delivered to informant by the SAC, Chicago, for perusal and 
then immediately returned to the Chicago Office and retained in 
the safe, Chicago pointed out that because of the informant's 
exhaustion from the rigors of the sixth Solo mission and his heavy 
schedule of activities since then, he should be urged to take a 
vacation and be with his son and grandchild.

Report of BLAS BOCA to the 8th 
National Assembly of the Partido 
Socialistaj gopular (PSP), the 
Communist Party (CP) of Cuba 

< ^lfith> fcAZARQ^ gjfA acting as^ the chairman of the 
seggjLprr T SM SffiOcA, (general Secretary of thb PSP > began 
his main re*for t^ES^he 8th National Assembly of the PSP 
on Tuesday - % August 16, I960, The report was, tape recorded, 
ROCA warned that he. would speak for 11 hours but said that 
he had to do it. The following is a rough summary 
translation of his report. 

In Febniary, 1952, wo, wont underground just 
before the BATISTA coup. We thcii held pur Congress under 
quite different conditions, Cuba, at that time, was 
under complete submission to imperialism and its tyrant, 
BATISTA • Now we are free under FIDEL despite the continued 
threat of imperialism. We will not go into details of 
this entire period, I will present the line to guide 
our revolution in the coming period. 

At the last Congress or Assembly we just adopted 
a few resolutions. We urged $be people to vote for the 
Orthodox Party but when March 10 came around, they would 
not let us vote and the crises developed. Our party stood 
alone in condemning the camp of BATISTA. This was a 
hard and rough period. Fascist gangster ism, was .rampant 
over the country , murdering dissidents and revolutionaries 
with impunity. They closed down our press. They made It 
impossible for us to use any medi& of communication , no 
radio, etc. 

Many people were confused about the March 10 
(BATISTA) coup. The reason for this was that the prior 
regime was corrupt and not much, good. But our Party's 
line did reach somo people. We warned that the trade 
unions would be dominated by BATISTA and would be fascist 
controlled. Some people were confused because they 
remembered that between 1938 and 1946, we did have 
some unitod fronts with BATISTA, But during this united 
front, to be exact in September, 1939, at the Congress 
of the Confederation of Cuban Trade Unions (CTC) , we 
insisted and did get a democratic constitution in the 
trade union confederation and generally got democratic 
liberties written into the Constitution for the country. 

-l- : EKCE0SUR1E 
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Because of S years of bad, corrupt and crooked 
government, soap people looked to BATISTA thinking wo 
would have a rcpotition of the period between 1031) and 
1940* Eowover, tho P3P denounced tho BATISTA camp. Wd 
said that our JCixst task la to cot of imperialism; 
secondly to adopt some social measures that would help 
tho people 

This tine BATISTA took over in a reactionary ora. 
Remember tho international situation. Keep in mind that 
this was tho period of tho Cold War, Hany people in labor 
V7oro confused becauso of tho economic prosperity which 
prevailed and was a result of World War II and tho 
Korean War. Profits accrued in certain classes with tho 
people cutting a little part of then. 

Like all coups, thore was violence and banditry. 
Imporialism not only countenancing it but sometimes initiatin 
it. 

Wo were suppressed and oppressed and went through 
a horrible torror* The p&oplo suffered from increased 
taxation. Tho BATISTA gangs tors noved into the economy 
and into tho trado union movement and in all of those 
things, they wore guided by the hand of the United States, 
Cuba was forced to chango its diplomatic policies and 
break relations with the Soviet Union, The BATISTA 
dictatorship joined the Cold War with anti-Comnamiem 
inscribed upon its banner. Other parties submitted! 
hoping to win tho good will of Washington* 

As far as our Party was concerned, none of theso 
measures worked. Tho PGP said, wo cannot tolorato such 
a Government. Cow-towing to Washington and these noasuros 
of submitting to Washington will not loosen thp grip of the 
BATISTA tyranny or dictatorship. 

Host of tho leaders of Cuba and the other parties 
took an anti-Communist position. They were also guided by 
what they called geographic fatalism in formulating policies . 
All promised subordination to tho United States. Tho 
BATISTA govorri&ont was an illegal government. In July, 
1953, this illogal government formally illogaliced our 
Party. The illegality phaso was tough for our Party, Put 
wo did not suffer any great losses. Wo saw this coming 
I and wo were prepared for illegality. Despite tho tutelage 
I of tho FBI, the BATISTA regime could not prevent tho escape 
lof our leaders and only two woro caught. 
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We continued our work and bur newspaper did not 
miss a single, issue. Our illegal apparatus did spmo good 
work despite the groat difficulties. The work was good 
from top to bottom but not, of course, without sacrifices. 
Many communists woro murdered. A few capitulated but most 
were heroic. At the same tine we took advantage of 
every legal possibility. Wo used legal possibilities to 
propose changes in the elections laws and to make temporary 
agreements with various groups opposed to the BATISTA 
regime ♦ We exposed and fought the fake elections rigged 
by BATISTA. We kept violence in abeyance but yro pointed 
to the use of force! violence and even murder as used by the 
tyranny of BATISTA. We raised small demands. Wo would 
even organize small meetings and mobilize groups of 
people, especially students and othpr grdup3 who woro 
suppressed by BATISTA, In this way, we won the sympathy 
of tho peopio as the only genuine fighters for liberty. 
Prom time to time, we even found ways in the CTC^on the 
basis of the needs and demands of the people, to block 
reaction and imperialism, 

When the workers would go on strike, as in 1055, 
the people would follow and be encouraged. In 1955 f during 
the sugar cane strike, tho workers got their demands in 
24 hours. Even BATISTAS trade union leaders wore 
compelled to go along. At the same time, the workers 
encouraged the people to raise demands against the Tyranny 
of BATISTA. 

In 1957, there were a series of political strikes. 
This was the tine when ouch heroic fighters as FRAIIK; PAIS 
(phonetic) and RAUL PAJOL (phonetic) were murdored. In 
Oriento Province, the peasants were in a state of discontent 
and many people in the country were dissatisfied with tho 
concessions of the BATISTA government made to the King 
Ranch interests. This period of oppression and struggle 
educated the people so they saw tho need for deeper social 
and economic changes. The general strike of 1957 failed. 
Maybe it is better that it did. 

(Parenthetically speaking, what follows refers 
to the only major point of debate at this 8th National 
Assembly i Apparently it has had repercussions outside tho 
Communist ranks in Cuba) . 
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It nay bo necessary lor us to engage in some 
self criticism. We would have to bo self critical and admit 
[as a groat mistake that wo did not prepare sufficiently for 
ithe arced struggle. FIDEL did prepare his people. FIDEL 
did not believe in spontaneity and organized his guorilla 
band. When FIDEL landed wo wrote a letter to him, offering 
to join. Wo also asked other organizations to join in the 
armed struggle. 

The armed struggle taught us that wo can win, 
even against imperialism. We stressed the unity of all 
forces , workers, peasants and working classes. Wo 
continued to stress this. The oneajy uses all methods 
to divide. Thoy resort to racial tension, anti-Communism 
and anti-Soviet ism. 

A vote for RAUL ST. MARTIN (phonetic) was used 
as a nov vote against BATISTA. Then BATISTA had to resort 
to illegal measures and repressions* We say that the aim 
of the revolution is to unitedly solve social problems. 
That there should bo no stopping until the misories 
of capitalism are abolished and until anti-imp©£ialist 
policies are carried out through socialism. 

Wo believe that the national Front stopped the 
junta that planned to replace BATISTA and put themselves 
at the head of the peasants* students, Negroes , etc. 
J The rebel army (FIDEL* s) was an important force. We 
encouraged everyone to stay in there who wanted to fight. 
Unity yith the rebel army was the guarantee that the 
counter-revolution cannot got in. 

Wo have no written pacts but because all are . 
integrated in the rebel army and because the revolutionary 
I ftovornmenfc is carrying through the demands of the masses; 
1 no other guarantees are necessary. 

After the power of the revolutionary government 
was more established, we boliovcd that now form3 of unity 
wore necessary to defend tho revolution and tho government. 
Some comrades did not understand this, Thoy lived in tho 
past, They thought of continuing the fight like in the 
past. Thoy did not understand tho need to attract workers 
and peasants and sections of the national bourgeoisie undor 
FIDEL CASTRO. But we can say that all the conscious 
revolutionary elements are united. We can say tho same 
exists in the CTC. Also that tho peasants are uniting 
land there is coordination between them and tho Institute 
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I for Agrarian Reform (INRA) . That farming cooperatives are 
developing and growing; that the National Militia is 
growing and training* That daily problems are being 
solved* But the great need in solving all other problems 

[ is unity* 

The socialist youth is uniting* There is unity 
between the. students and the young rebels* The integration 
of the Negro is proceeding* All of these developments 
| guarantee the Advance of the revolution* But unity is tho 
watchword* 

There is a change in the quality of the Cuban 
* revolution* This came about because FIDEL trained his 
people to get the support of tho masses* That this was 
not a more coup* Tliat in the armed struggle FIDEL* and 
his group were only the initiators but the masses must 
carry on* The revolution depends upon and is based upon 
classes that have been oppressed in one form or another 
and who are against imperialism* 

At the beginning of the revolution, the mass 
movement was not yet ripe or conscious of its aims* Some 
things could not be done on a national scale because of 
unequal development* Some thought that all tasks of the 
revolution could be accomplished ail at once* In some 
parts of the country (by way of comment, the following is 
a minimizing of previous self criticism to some extent) 

! the masses could help by capturing a radio station, 

I destroying or taking a bridge, etc* 

The Cuban revolution was a strategic triumph 
I and began io change its quality * The conscious small 
groups set into motion masses of people* Up to the time of 
the landings the Orthodox Party had the greatest influence 
in Cuba* But the revolution, as it developed* created 
a crisis in this Par;ty* The influence of this Party was 
an obstacle to the revolution. This Orthodox Party also 
, practiced ant ir Communism* We should remember that even 
f FIDEL was at one time in the Orthodox Party. 


I The July 26th Movement is .a new movement and. 

a hew group. Its leaders are not afraid of Washington. 
Its leadership saw the heed for social and economic 
transiormation. This is the groug that landed the 
expedition and it has great merit because it inspired 
the people, Thi3 movement gave practical leadership 
to the people to mobilize a united populace in the city 
and in the field until the tyranny was defeated, 

; FIDEL io one of the original organizers of this 

/July 26th Movement* He had a correct sense to get the 
guerrillas going and to get the rebel army organized . 
His revolutionary instinct told him who were the friends 
Of the revolution - what clashes would support it. ( He 
isf not afraid of the threats of the imperialists. tiespite 
his own class origin, he merges with the masses of the 
peoples. 

There are five characteristics of the Cuban 
Revolution. 

/ 1) The^e.beJ^i^^jdofeated Tyrannjr. This was 

made possible because the atrmy was felSiorced by the people,. 
The people destroyed the possibility for compromise with 
reaction and imperialism. In ^Havana f this made victory' 
joossitole without the firing of a shot* Not a single 
person was killed ih Havana. This made possible the. 
creation of a Inew armed force from the very beginning because, 
the arjried struggle was the principal mean#, through the 
guerrillas, of overthrowing the tyranny. It showed *that 
this type of armed struggle, backed by the. people, can 
defeat the trained and better \armed troops of the Yankees. 
This, of course, is 'based, oh the fact that such a guerrilla 
force, or new army, has the support of the peasants $ workers 
and the Majority of the people. 

2) The J^bM^ROTqlution was not limi ted to a_change 
of per sonalities in G o vernmenTT It smashed the old regime 
and got rid of all the individuals of this regime and their 
supporters. The police apparatus was smashed and changed. 
The army was either smashed' or fled. 
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Congress was dissolved* Tho provincial apparatus 
of the government was also dissolved. All those parties 
who helped BATISTA either fled or were outlawed. All 
repressive organs were outlawed and smashed. Som£ 
individuals were judged, imprisoned or shot. The United 
States Missions, particularly tho armed services and the 
police, were sent out of tho country. All tho foroign 
spies, particularly the Yankees, wero ousted from the 
i country. All anti-Communist laws wore dissolved and 
declared null and void. 

In the trade union movement, those individuals 
who did not rob tho people or wore not with BATISTA, were 
all fcight. Others were ousted or fled. New tribunals wero 
set up while the old judiciary powers wero limited. New 
institutions were established. Now security forces wero 

i set up. INRA was set up and the agrarian reform was 

/ announced ai^d, is being carried through. 

( The National Bank regulates imports and exports 

lot currency. Only the parties which support tho revolution 

function, openly and legally. Tho big estates of the 

Latifundia were confiscated. 

These measures opened the road to revolutionary 
j change. Now we are searching still for more adequate 
/ forms to advance the* revolution. A Hew Cuban state is 
being organized to guarantee the realization of the Cuban 
I revolution. 

j 3) The rogimo which was_ submissive to thoJOfnited 

States imperialism wgg destroyed and a new^ one sot up. 
This llidaway witfcTihe seml-colonlal^slatus of F Cuba. New 
classes are in power in the city and in the country side. 
Thi3 is a power which represents the alliance between 
workers, peasants, the potty and tho national bourgeoisie ♦ 

The national bourgeoisie could fie a capitalist 
bourgeoisie if it is patriotic and does not submit to Yankee 
imperialism, extreme exploitation and excessive profits arid 
supports the independence of Cuba. 
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/ 4) Tho Cuban, revolution oxoxtfs. a powerful influence 

in tto SBhosca. of JBnlte.d^taJps inpex'ialism, particularly 
i^JJjJi-AiaoiJLcAA. Tho task is to dofoat imperialism in order 
to carry through tho social and economic reforms of tho 
revolution. Tho aim is to achieve economic independence for 
Cuba; to subordinate tho Unitod States monopolies to tho 
Cuban will for tho national development and advance of the 
revolution. This regime, thoroforo, refused a United States 
proposal for no* military missions. Without exorcising 
national independence, tho revolution cannot bo carried 
through. There is no conciliation with imperialism. Tho 
Cuban revolution not only defeated tho tyranny of BATISTA 
but also Unitod States or Yankee imperialism. 

Tho Cuban devolution has groat significance for 
f the rest ox Latin America, We nay bo weak militarily ~ 
' geography may bo against us; we may have to livo with 
imperialism but all the samo wo are against it. ~ 

This proves that the opportunists who preached 
submission vera wrong . A small country like Cuba with 
only six nillion people under tho guns of United States im- 
perialism ± at one time a virtual colony of Yankee monopoly - 
was able to defeat North American imperialism. 

I This new rcgimo has now established relations 

t with the socialist countries. ' Wo do not accept ''geographic, 

I yataliatn^ There is no trembling beforo Unitod States 

J imperialism, jf Cuba can inflict defeats on florth American 

. imperialism why cannot other countries like Argentina, 

Brazil. Chilo, Columbia, etc."" 

5) Our revolution took place in a now epoch ; 
at a time when tho socialist system exerts influence on 
world events. It is because of the help of tho Soviot 
Union that we are ablo to hold on to tho revolutionary 
I gains . Tho holp of the socialist countries, together with 
the leadership of FIDEL, guarantee our victory, Voncoremos! 

United States imperialism is gathering and 
organising gangsters and criminals for an assault against 
us. Thoy now charge we are Communists (tho Cuban regime). 
Therefore, Cuba needs to bo destroyod. Tho people do not 
know the entire truth about Communism although thoy 
aro beginning to learn. But this campaign of tho imperialists 
will fail. 
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' Tho Cuban revolution is not a Communist one. 

But f also arguments will not succoed in the defense of the 
revolution. It io not enough to say, tho Cuban revolution, 
wo also have to explain what Communism is. After wo 
explain the difference botwocn Communism and tbo real 
J character of the Cuban revolution, we have to say that ours 
jis not a Communist revolution. It is a national revolution 
'against imperialism and against the latifundia. 

Tho United States will not admit that it is 
righting tho Cuban revolution because it is anti-imperialist 
and because it confiscates or intervenes in proporty formerly 
owned by the imperialists or latifundists. Tho United 
States will not admit that tho revolution is for democracy, 
etc. 


, The United States really uses anti-Communism to 

.defoat the national revolution. The Cuban revolution ia 
{not Communist, it is a revolution of national liberation 
[and anti-latifundia. 

It is because the Cuban revolutipn used mass 
methods involving tho people that it looked like a Communist 
revolution, but, as FIDEL said, wo will build industry. 
Wo will destroy the monopolies* Wo will diversify 
agriculture and industry. Wo will £ ight for tho 
elimination of United States monopolies in sugar and in 
industry. v m continue with industrialization, 
agricultural and other Social reforms.

( arc growing stronger. Tho peoples revolution is sustained 
by all tho working people, pbasants and national bourgeoisie 
(who sometimes vacillate). We therefore, must say that 
tho working class is tho fundamental class and has mado 
tho most sacrifices to advance the revolution. Thoy do not 
push for wage increases, thoroforo, they help to keep down 
inflation. The workers are conscious for industrialisation. 
They contribute each week many hours of free labor as well 
as tho tax (4%) and they ovon work for reduced pay. 

Tho porkers work to carry through the agrarian 
reforms and through the agrarian roforms tho unity of tho 
workers and peasants is growing. This is tho guarantee 
of the revolution 4 The workers and peasants raako up tho

The urban bourgeoisie expected more from tho 
revolution. They expected that the revolution would bo 
in line with Unitod States expectations. Yet while this 
urban bourgeoisie vacillates, it is Joining with tho 
workers, pspecially is this tmo of tho smaller bourgeoisie, 
in anti-inperialist unity. 

i Tho counter revolutionists cannot do very much 

'with tho internal forces. But they do have tho support 
of United Statos imperialism. TTo can gay that Cuba has 
the support of tho majority of tho peoples of Latin America, 
of Asia and of tho socialist world. Cuba .has become an 
example for all of Latin America. Latin American countries 
want tho Cuban way out of their present * terrible economic 
situation.

Nearly 20 million Hogroos in tho United States 
suffer oppression and discrimination and in cone instancos 
thoy are worse off than some of tho peoples of Latin 
America ♦ United States imperialism is very cruel and 

[ oppresses its Negroes worse than Negroes aro oppressed in 
some other countries* Cut among the peoples of the United 
States there is some sympathy for Cuba, The progressive 
forces in that country are teaching tho people of tho 
United Stated to help Cuba and aro informing tho people

' Our revolution is not anti-American; only anti-

Tho African-Asian countries* solidarity is of 
great importance because thoy are fighting against tho 
same enemy - imperialism. The United States has refused 
us arms, for defense. Tho Soviet Union sells us anything 
wo want to buy. Oil is the best example. If not for this 
fact wo would not have beaten the economic aggression of 
tho United States j 

The reduction of tho sugar quota by the United 
.States wai3 aimed to paralyzo Cuba financially. But here 
again United States economic aggression was frustrated ? 
thanks to the solidarity of the Soviet Union and the entire 
socialist camp. These countries, to bogin with the Soviet 
Union , win buy all the sugar tho United States rejects.

^York City, Perhaps this base; was once heeded for the 
protection of the Panama Canal but now Guantahamo is 
.aimed at Cuba ahd- other South American countries, World 
/peace domaiads an end to United States basest in Latin 
America, withdrawal from these bases and iv6m the bises 
in tho rest of the .world. 

Concerning the international situation, the 
socialist, countries are the biggest factor for poac©i 
Cuba survived d^spito^ the sabotage of -tto United States 
but only because it was helped by the socialist countries i 
Cuba is no longer a servant of the United, States in the 
United Nations. Cuba will follow a policy of peaceful 
co-'oicistence, equal relations with all states and non- 
intervention in other countries. 

Cubci is also- against Economic aggression. When 
the United States, fights against the independence of our 
nation, it endanger^ pp&co. must iight for peaco, for 
an end to aggression* for disarmament, fbr more solidarity 
with countrios that fight tot independence such ;a£ Guatemala, 
Honduras, the West Indies, Puerto Rico, the Congo, ptb.

Our revolution is developing at an accelerated 
pace, Wp have nationalised the electric company, the 
telephone company and. pther big, imperialist, mbnoppjty 
interests. 
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In independent Cuba, there is no room for those who 
fail to declare for the revolution. These are traitors who 
serve United States imperialism. Most often they are guided 
by class attitudes. They prefor imperialism to their 
fatherland but there is no internal force, that can stop the 
revolution in Cuba, 

The counter revolutionaries are now trying to 
J utilize the Catholic Church. United States is guiding the 
church.. Witness the speech of Cardinal SPELLMAN in Munich 
and the most vicious attack against Cuba. 

The KENNEDY candidacy in the United States is an 
effort to link tip /with the Catholic^ Church against the 
revolution.

The nationalization of power utilities, the 
telephone company, and oil refineries is a big blow to 
the United States imperialists but at the same time a 
guarantee for our economic independence. The electric 
power company was a bifc monopoly and an obstacle to 
economic development; They would drain riches from Cuba 
and send them to the United States, 

Nationalization makes it possible for us to give 
cheaper electricity, cut costs, increase industrialization 
and use the profits for the growth of the Cuban company * 
Tho telephone was also an exclusivo monopoly. We are 
improving and expanding service and soiling this service 
for less and the profits go to Cuba, We intervened for a 
time, in the oil refinery industry but, theso refineries 
continued to be tho property of the United States monopolies. 
Now these refineries are the property of the state. 
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The sugar monopolies controlled 37% of thb produc-, 
tion, employing 116,000 workers , They used to make at least 
30 million dollars in not profit each year. It went to the 
United States monopolies. The currency went to the Unitod 
States. Now 50$ of the sugar production is in the hand3 of 
tho state. One half of the sugar production or 52% is now 
milled hy cpofceratiVes. 

The 6th of August will go down, in history as a groat 
day for Cuba. This was the day of nationalization. This 
was the day whon we gave bur answer to United States 
economic aggression. This was the day when we took oyer 
600 million dollars in property,. There are other figures 
in regard to mines , metal smelting, civil aviation, tobacco, 
tradio, television* as well as magazines. Most of tho 
^transportation is now in the hands of the state and sa is 
'most ot the commerce,* 

Now we need good planning for distribution* 
Industrial and general plans are in the making to advance 
our general economy;, Placing- will acbelorate hll our 
national economy. Partial plans are already fcoing carried 
through. In 1960. and in 1961, some new factories will 
open up and produce goods or articles that were f brmojly 
imported from abroad; just to cite a few - electric bulbs, 
sewing machines, .etc. Soon we are going, to produce iron and 
steel and textiles and incrbase, our shoe production. 

We do have a problem because of a lack of skilled 
technicians, and revolutionary Jteal;, The socialist countries 
will give us some urgent; help in this sphere. But we will 
have to accelerate nationally to train Cuban technic ians* 

.The young should start, The P3P should work on this as an 

f urgent task. 

We refute, the argument that private enterprise 
and liberty go together. We can, show tho contrast between 
exploitation by the monopolies, the former poverty of the 
peasants, their position in society that went hand in hand 
with totalitarianism. So 'we : had-private enterprise and 
totalitarianism, TJe can show a good contrast in our favor* 
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Private enterprise still plays a rolo in our 
economy* Wo should encourago it bocauso this part of the 
economy is needed to add to tbo volume of our production. 
Sinco commerce and the banks are controlled , private 
enterprise can continue and help us to develop the economy 
of the nation. We should remember that while there should 
be control on privato economy, thero is need for a prof it ♦ 
However, profits should be limited* There are already 
laws, chiefly of taxation , which control or limit the 
profits* We need more controls so that if there id 
excessive prof it it could go to the government to bo used 
for the expansion of tho national economy dnd for cultural 
development . 

Some mistakes were mado in tho intervening of some 
establishments. Some intervention nay bo necessary, for 
example, when tho workers are oppressed or the management 
is reactionary or sabotages* But some of the small enter- 
prises should bo left alone and it might have boon better 
if some had been left alone in the past without intervention* 

i Intervention in the big plants is different. 

Such intervention generally loads to nationalisation and 
'is necessary. But just to intorvono and to irritate the 
national bourgeoisie is no good* They should bo with the 
revolution. Intervention should bo used only where there 
is no other way or when thoso who run certain plants aro 
impeding the development of the economy* 

Some trado unions aokeg for intervention during 
the early days of our revolution. How I think that too 
many are asking the government to intervene - oven in 
national proporty* Some unions are asking for a division 
of the profits - a sharing of the profits* That would not 
help the economy* What we need instead aro councils of 
workers so that thoy can participate in administration. We 
also need trade unions to watch tho carrying out of tho 
contracts. But wo must also try to avoid conflicts that 
would injure tho revolution » 

The property expropriated from tho imperialists 
I needs to be watched and improved. Tho trade unions have a 
role of discipline to play and have a conscious responsibility. 
They should fight against waste of materials, for economy 
in general and against absenteeism* 
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Bevolutionaries, particularly our people, hav© a 
great responsibility for the development of the economy., 
Party loaders must now be more than propagandists. They 
should know how to drive tractors, run machinery, be 
administrators, etc. 

Cuba is broadening its economic and foreign relations * 
United States monopoly has been broken The relations with 
the socialist countries prevented the suppression of Cuba, 
saved our independence, strengthened Cuba and saved it 
economically and politically* 

We also defeated the economic aggression of the 
United States . Without the help of the Soviet Union, 
Cuba would have been in a desperate situation. The oil 
and machinery we received and the buying of sugar after 
the quota was cut are examples of this. One and one half 
millibn tons of sugar is the minimum figure for that 
bought by the Soviet Union and China, One fourth of all 
sugar produced by Cuba is now purchased by these two. 
countries and> this will increase. 

Sugar prices in the United States are going up. 
This will raise the price on the world market and will give 
Cuba an advantage. Wo gave tho United States four million 
dollars more for the bil we bought than we paid whon wo 
bbught oil from others. This is a bigger saying than the 
sugar quota bonus which the United States paid us for the 
, benefit of its own growers rather than to do us a favor. 
Wo are getting rice from China at 4$ cheaper per (unit 
not known) ♦ Wo will save millions of dollars by buying 
rice from China. 

We are going to get trucks, tractors and other 
items much cheaper. We will also sell our goods and 
diversify our economy ^ We will receive entire factor ice 
from the Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia, We are being 
given credit. The interest rate is only 2|%. This will 
save us millions. Who ever gave Cuba such terms before? 
We are also able to trade or barter in goods which we 
need or have a surplus of. The United States interest 
| rates wore between 6|% and 7% in the past, Actually 
these wore not loans, they wotfe iroally mortgages held by 
the United States. What did they help us build? A few 
roads for tourists. They humiliated us and compelled us to 
pass laws to protect their investments. The help and 
credits we get from the Soviet Union and China are different. 
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The plants will be outs,. The profits will bb ours, too, 
Jfo will produce what we need with our own technicians* 

Cuba's delations with thp socialist countries 
will hurt no one but will help Cuba; Thb traitors tsrho say 
differently are lying.
